it is @ proven fact that Mexico is a “springboard” for South Americana seeking 
to get inte the United States, Thus, hundreds of illegal aliens are detained 
every year, with Salvedorans predominating recently, ae they flee the problems 
besetting their country, 


The 3) Salvadorans who were discovered by the Federal Judicial Police last 
faturday morning ae they tried to cross the border between Sinaloa and Sonora 
on board a cargo truck arrived in thie port last night at 210C cure and were 
placed in the public jail here, 


Amora them are 10 women and |} children under the age of ||. Some of the women 
indicated that they were Cleeing El Salvador because the Cubans, Nicaraguans 
and Costa Hicane are tovading their country and causing destruction, 

One of the women eaid: “All of them are going to take El Salvador over,” adding 
that you do not see dead doge in the etreets of her country; you see the bullet- 
riddled bodies of children who are pitilesely qurdered. 


The illegal aliens who are being detained in thie port indicated that they were 
fleeing the massacres being committed in El Salvador and that if it were 
possible, “we would rather atay in Mexico,” 


They indicated that there is no place to work in their country because moat of 
the factories are being burned down, thus eliminating job opportunities. This 
is another reason why they venture into other countries, risking capture by 
immigration of some other authority, which would then send them back to El 
falvador, Thie will be the case with them once the corresponding procedures are 
completed, 











The illegal aliens indicated that relying on the truck and the experience of 
their fellow countrymen Mauricio de Jesus Hernandes and Cesar Arnulfo Castro 
Garcia, they undertook their journey in the hope of reaching Loe Angeles and 
finding farm work, 


When they got to the tollbooth at the Sinaloa=Sfonora border, the driver and hie 
partner grew nervous in the presence of the Federal Judicial Police agents, who 
noting that the driver wae extremely nervous, decided to pull the vehicle over 

further on and see what wae inside, They then found the 3) Salvadorane without 
documents for remaining in the country, 


The warden of the public jail, Genaro Astorge, pointed out that the illegal 
aliens arrived there at about 2100 hours and that the men and women were divided 
up and placed in the respective sections of the jail, They could not be given 
better attention nor kept separate from the other inmates because the jail is 
omall and wae already full,

CHILEAN COPPER BALES TO BRAZI L--Copper sales of the CODELCO-ENAMI [Copper Corpora- 
tion-National Mining Enterprise) subsidiary recently set up in Sao Paulo will 
amount to some §300 million, The enterprise ia /0-percent owned by CODELCO and 
Wepercent owned by ENAMI, The Bragilian market will receive some 130,000 tone of 
copper a year, of which 45,000 will be supplied by ENAMI. In addition, 2,000 tons 
of molybdenum will be supplied. Molybdenum ita a by-product of the operations of 
Large-scale copper mining, It was announced that the main purpose of thie eubsal- 
diary will be to maintain contact with large Brasilian commercial enterprises and 
inatituttona in order to achieve great effectiveness and rapidity of operationa. 
In addition, a report released by the enterprise atates that ENAMI increased ite 
production of electrolytic copper by 1,164 metric tone through the tnatallation 

of the third tranaformer cable between the substation and the thermal powerp!) ant 
at the Ventanas foundry and refinery. The document adds that the increase in pro- 
duction resulted in higher sales amounting to $3.3) aillton. In November 1979, the 
Ventanas foundry and refinery had a shortage of electric power which affected 
rectifiera in the electrolytic shed, meaning a drop in production of copper cath- 
odes, With the third cable placed between the substation and the thermal power- 
plant of the Ventanas foundry and refinery, it has been possible to supply enough

‘SOMOS’ REPORTS ON ATTLTUDES, PLANS OF NEW MINISTERS

His appotatment as mintater of intertor did not cause any surprise: Some time ago 
it was known that Horacto Tomas Liendo (56) would be the political mintater tn the 
new phase of the process, Hut what not everyone knew (or tmagined) was the tmportant 
task that he would perform in the critical arrangementa whichended in the formation 
of the cabinet that will take office on 29 March, Why Liendo? During the paat 5 
years he had two postttiona: the Mintatry of Labor and the leadership of the Joint 
Chiefa of Staff, tn both he demonstrated an uncommon political ability to impose 
solutions conatatent with the underlying principles of the process (without reaching 
irrevocable confrontations), as well as a keen sense of leadership. He apent 4 
montha in the Mintatry of Labor, and his subsequent post (according to observers) 
did not dim hia tmage from the standpoint of the political and trade unton apectrunm, 
which regarda him as “the right man to move from economic deciatona to political 

dec istona,” 





One of the most nettitng problems that Liendo must solve is the restructuring and 
normalization of the political organtzattona, Although all his supporters avoid 
making statements, some rumors claim that June might be the key month for starting 
to deal with the "Statute on Political Parties,” a complex package that will also 
necessitate bringing up for discussion matters such as the electoral law and justice 
nyatem, 


To date, there have not been any determinations on the way tn which the normal ltzatton 
of the political partles will be carrted out, although it ta claimed that the opt tons 
which the mintatry's experts are atudying include two different extremes: tntervent ton 
or a state of assembly. tn any event, one thing ta true: the tnterforce compatibility 
team (on the level of the Military Junta) ta already working on the matter. 


Thia ta not the only diff_cult tasue. Liendo wil! aiso be responsible for determin- 
ing and stipulating the extent of what ita termed by the leading authorities the 
“nolitical time” and the way in which the latter will pasa down to the citizens. 














It will be Liendo himeelt who will have to regulate what has been announced tn poll- 
tical clreles aw the “political openness,” wherean, in tact, there ta no concrete 
information on what Lt really meana and the extent to which te will go, 


During the past few days, the political jJournallate who were tin contact with Perontat 
and Radical leaders detected expectationa of dialog and tlextbiltlty reyarding the new 
minteter that were different Crom those harbored tn the case of Gen Albano Hargulne 
deguy. There ta another aignificant fact: ta cirelen very close to the “vertiealtat" 
wing of Perontam it was commented: "Llendo showed a political acumen tn the Labor 
Mintatry that must be very carefully conaldered," 


No one has any doubt that the future tatertor mintater (he was born tn Cordoba, and 
attatned the generalahip in 1975) ta a man of few worda, who la moderate anc etratine 
ed, qualittes that nurture the close personal frlendahip which he has with Viula, 
That same personal quality has caused him to maintain strict atlence, for the time 
belong, regarding the appointment of hla closest collaboratora, However, some dia- 
Closures claim that two undersecretaryahipa will be oecupled by Gen Adrian Alonso 
(committed, methodical and concentrated) and Amaro Pourcitel, who waa private secre- 
tary when Liendo was in the Labor Mintatry. Other rumors alao venture the name of 
Rosendo Fraga, who might be head of the team of advisers, 


Liendo's task will not be confined to the political bounds of Buenos Aires. His 
supporters claim that it ts a constant concern of the new miniater to achteve an 
effective, lonovative means of eatabliahing tn all the provinctal administrations 
(with or without military governors) an actual, progressive civillan participation 
and integration in the government cadres, with the municipalities serving as launch- 
ing bases, 


During the next administration the team of advisers will alao take office, an entity 
which, ineofar as w ¥, wlll have the mission of preventing the exercise of autho- 
rity and everyday wnt problems from taolating the president. And in this 
area the rumors again ite Liendo'sa tnfluenttal role in selecting names and deciding 
on tunettions, 


In the political area, it ts claimed that there will be places tor Dr Jose Antonto 
Romero Ferta, the autonomiat leader fran Corrtentes and member of FUFEPO [Popular 
Federaliat Forees|, and Dr Gulllermo Acuna Anzorena, of Popular Line, In both 
party and government circles, this is not the first time that Romero Feris has been 
mentioned as one of the leadere who has grasped Liendo's "political waves" most 
accurately. 


Lorenzo Sigaut, Kconomy, Treasury and Finance 


From Viola's standpoint, perhaps Lorenzo Sigaut (4/7 years of age, with a doctorate 

in economic sctences) ta 5 years late tn reaching the Mintstry of Economy, In early 
1976, the deatgnated presatdent had already proposed him to his peers to hold the 
position, which was eventually assumed by Jose Alfredo Martinez de Hoz, At the time, 
Viola's opinion was based not only on his personal manner, but also on accurate 
reports on the current economic situation that Sigaut had prepared more than once 
for the Army Staff. During the past few years, the contact between Viola and Sigaut 
has become closer and, until a few months ago, the latter served (on a private 
basis) as economic adviser and consultant. 
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Thome who have personal contact with the new mintater of economy, treasury and finance 
noted that, about J years ayo, he began to be Inereantngly concerned with, and to pay 
greater heed to the prospects tor the future, in June 1974, be published hin fore 
canta (nee SOMO, No 92, of 245 June), predleting a better second hall; something 
which was eventually borne out, 


In the middle of last October, Styaut returned to the arena: he wan Viola'a candidate 
to replace Martines de Hos, At that time, he made thie assessment to a yroup of 
buslnesamens 


"The combined effect of the declining tndieattonsa for the dollar and the quarterly 
tarttt reducttonsa tea causing harm, ta thie order, to tadustrial, agrtoultural and 
livestock, and Elnanctal groups, The exchange blockage curbed the rise in prices 

of producte that are marketable abroad, which account for between 60 and 70 percent 

of the cost of living priees that gage tnflatton; but the remaining 30 or 40 percent 
of the tadicator, since tt pertatna to personal, educational and professtonal services, 
and labor and goods tor construction used to carry out the enormous publie works 
program, did not undergo this accelerated opentng." 


A month ayo, Slpuat had press contacts with Martinez de Hos, and experlenced his 
firat (controveralal) “bapttam of fire": the polemical devaluation of 2 February, 
which apparently has not upset hia future plans, although many think that he will 
take the helm of the Mintatry of Economy with the vessel bound tor a torrent, From 
what an be learned, Stpyaut willl act as coordinator of the entire area Cinduatry and 
mintoyg, comwroee and marttine tateresata, public works and services, and agriculture 
and livestock ralalog)jand as director of the flacal, monetary (the Central Bank comes 
into hia direct orbit), budgetary and tart?! polley, he retatoas control of the major 
tools of economte polley. te ta clearly defined (as LA NACION correctly depleted 
him) as a “primus inter pares” [firet among equalal. The addition of the Mintatry 
of Keonomy Cit was previously the Mintatry of Treasury and Finance) suggests his 
preeminance to some extent; because soon everyone will be talking about him as the 
mintater of economy, 


Straut has consolldated tla detinitive enlistment within the Liberal trend, although 
his methods are Capparently) chiefly gradualtat, We rejects (as does the rest of the 
team) the closed economtes, and ta persuaded that tatlattion narrows the people's hort- 
zon and produces the beat breeding ground tor soctal erupttons, tt ta Likely that, 
on 2 April, be will anounce the measures that he ta now analyzing tn depth. On that 
occaston, he will only reaffirm the baste underlytng principles of the plan which 
Martines de Hos announced on another 2 April (in 1976), Only then shall we learn 

the measures that the Instrumental changes announced several times will put) into 
@ettect, 


Little has been disclosed about Lorenzo Sigaut's plans, However, business clireles 

are sure that tmport surcharges will be tmplemented, and there will be no change tn 
the timetable for tarift! reducttons nor tn the openness philosophy. but, as a cyclical 
measure, those surchorges, while curbing the upturn in tmporta, would yenerate a 
certain amount of funda that would be used to supply long-term tines of credit. tor 
sectors and buatnesses that are in trouble owing to financtal distress, At the same 
time, there would be applled certatn retmbursements which (like those surcharges) 
would be in effect tor a certain amount of time, The retmbursements would be used 

















lor teytonal productton and tor aectors with actual opportuntttes for growth, Special 
relmbursemente would also be applied to buatneas firma that would reopen export 
mwitketa, There ta one queattlon remalning, for which there ta not yet an answer: 

What will happen to the "little table"? There do appear to be anawers for the major 


polley tines: "ne" to the closed economy; "no" to reimbursements which are not even 


relnatated an overall, general tools; "no" to real intereat surcharges; "no" to the

Kduarde Valentin Oxentord, Industry and Mining 


Civil enpineer hduardo Valentin Oxenford Caged 51) was the last of the ministers 
from the economle area that those in the know dared to cite ea a sure candidate, 

lt tn clatmed In bustneds clreles that he at firat refused the offer, but was later 
dinsud@led by Lute Maria Gotelll, chatrman of the influential Argentine Bustnessmen's 
Coumetl, an entity which ineludes among tte members Jose Alfredo Martinez de Hoz 
Nittwe lt, Oxenford ta vlee chatrman of the Councetl, However, the fact that the 
whoti total experta were not tnelined at firat to confirm bim in the Ministry of 
Industry and Mining was not ftortultous, No one could be unaware that Oxenford to 
nome extent began the perlod of the moat sertous challenge to Martinez de Hoz' 
admintiatration with bia reverberattlnog apeech on Industry Yay (which culminated tn 
4 heated response trom lreatdent Videla), 


Since that 2 September, Oxentord has quietly pursued hia task of normalizing the once 
powerful Aryentine -nduatrial Unton, which was diamembered during the last Perontst 
yovernment, Oxenford obtained the postition of controller of the Unton,,.after showing 
efftletency and discretton as head of the Argentine bustnesamen's delegations which, 
durtoupy the early part of the process, attended the pertlodte meetings of the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization (ILO), Thus, deapite the fact of his affillation with the 
Argentine lndustrlal Movement (in which the Unton's reserves were concentrated,,,after 
the Gelbard=related attacks, and with clearcut liberal ortgin), he nevertheless suc- 
ceeded in matntatatng dialog with other bustnesamen's groups, even the development 
movement members, Viola found in Oxenford a person representative of the industrial 
sector, just as Jorge Aguado ta tn the agrtcultural-lLivestock sector, 


lhe new minister, who recently began hia contacts with the secretary of Industry, 
Alberto Grimoldt, will have to face an tndustrtal situation affec ed by a vistble 
shrinkage and with an tndeftatte number of business firms in a very difficult finan- 
Clal predicament, Such ta the current situation, for which the remedies that he will 
propose to his peers in the economle area are readily apparent from some of the 
comments which he made last year at the Industry Day funetion: 


"We consider the reduction of tartifa for taput not produced in the country to be 
constructive and germane to on open economy, but we do not consider tt fitting to 
accelerate the exchange tlmecable, which would accentuate further still the sertous 
lack of protection caused by the overvaluattion of the peso. 


"The fntluence of the publle sector on economic activity ts still too preponderant, 

and tittle really effective action has been taken to abide by the principle of the 
' Le 

state's substdlary postition, 








Oxenford t# an advocate of openness, but he rejects openness an an anti=inflattonary 
method (he was among the firat to elite the difference between the tnatrumental 
element and the philosophical element in the economle process); hence tt may be 
antletpated that he will back the tariff correctlonsa that are planned, but will 
attempt to preclude deviations in the direction of autarchtam, 


Diego Ernesto Urricarrtet, Publle Works and Services 


Mi} Gen (ret) Diego Ernesto Urricarriet (57 yeare of age) was not only Viola's comrade 
in arma, but (alao) one of his most cherlahed friends, 


A military engineer, Urricarriet was head of Military Manufactures, and had several 
confrontations with the present economic leedership, when he upheld the production 


of the basic industries, This comment rather correctly describes his view on baste 
aspects of the economy: 


"It must be understood that, (f we do not want to be mere satellites, we must develop 
our own basic industries, There are no exampice in the world of great countries or 
those headed toward adestiny of greatness that have delayed as much as we in the 
development of basic industries, including the primary one: tron and steel," 


Therefore, Lt can be taken for granted that he will be a persistent defender of 

sectors such as the tron and steel and the petrochemical Industries, But it ts also 
understood that his sphere of direct authority will include all the areas related to 
natural resources, something which will be one of the main concerns of the next ,overn- 
ment. 


It has been learned that he will direct much of his effort toward the execution of the 
infrastructural projects in the intertlor section of the country, 


Several members of the military will accompany Urricarriet in his administration, 
because the position has prevalled that the Armed Forces are to take charge of nearly 
all the state enterprises for services, or with an area of activity in strategic 
sectors. However, as the week progressed it was not yet learned whether one of the 
proponents of this idea, Rear Adm (ret) Osear Abriatta, would be war secretary of 
energy. It was claimed that this position vas being reserved for a civilian, but 
both Abriatta and the retired Generals Manuel Pomar, Emiliano Flouret, Carlos Gulller- 
mo Suarez Mason, Teofilo Goyret and Carlos Dallatea, among others, will head agenctes 
and enterprises in the public works and services area, 


For the post of under secretary of public works, there has been conscant mention of the 
name of engineer Gustavo Carmona, who is currently national director of highways. 


Jorge Ruben Aguado, Agriculture and Livestock 
It will be incumbent on Jorge Ruben Aguado (aged 55 and, according to his supporters, 
a "perpetual leader") to pilot the area on which the core of the next economle cabi- 


net's initial activity will surely revolve, 


Why? Simply because the brand-new minister of agriculture and livestock will be the 
minister of foreign exchange. Aguado, a person with very definite guidelines related 























ton the liberal movement, will take over the mlatatry at a time when the flow of 
bcrelyn eachange produced by the current record harveat la beginning to recover 
the Central Hank's jeopardived external postition, a cettteal attuatton whieh haa, 
for the present, been balanced with one of the toole that make the future minatater 
mot nervous! the Inorease tn interest rates, With regard to thie problem, he haw 
slated more than once! 


"The debt of theagricultural«liveatock sector has become a anowball,.. The problem f 
the debt muet be solved through long-term refinance ing," 


Witle, tn the present olroumatances, the tnoomwe trom foretan exchange reaulting from 
ont loultural-tivesteck exporte will lay the foundation for the tnatrumental changes 
that will be made tn the economy, at the aame time Aguado will have the challenge 

of promoting the constant tocrement tn the volume of the harveata, “he alatater 
(economic oheervera claim) will have «a good amount of presidential backing: It tn 
known that General Viola te determined to atrengthen the agrlicultural«liveatock and 
aprotoduatrial activities to the maximum degree, 


lust ae Aguado will have to cope with the alituattion of a aector deeply in debt (the 
Confederation of Bueno Altres and the Pampa tural Asaoctattona [CARMP | have calculated 
that, tf « producer had taken a loan at the beginning of 1980 for the equivalent of 
100 young cattle, when he Clolehed paying for the loan he would have pald the equiva- 
lent of 40 young cattle tn real interest), he will aleo have to deal with the claim 
of « decline ta taeome return for the aector, tn 1980, retall prices rose 47 percent, 
wiagtioultural- livestock) wholesale prices rose 66 percent, Input for the sector 

im reamed #5) percent and agttloultural-liveatock wholesale prices rose 7 percent, 
Thus, the problem of the debt ta compounded by that of the decline in tneome return;

Carlos Garo ta Martines, Commerce and Maritioe Interests 


te auee of confidence, (rlendehip and memortesn (they were achoolmates), Carlos Garctla 
Martines (aped 45, with a doctorate tn economic actences) ta the wember of the next 
cabinet moat closely related to Lorenzo Stpaut, Tt will be with him, prectaely, that 
Garcia Martines will have to deteraine the predictable reviatons that the tarttt 
atructure will undergo. With Alejandor Hatrada, the Secretartat of Commerce became 
a key agency in the process, taking charge of the opentng of the economy, 


The tariff polley will now be transferred to the Mintatry of | momy, Treasury and 
VYinance, but the Mintatry of Commerce and Mar'time lateresta will continue to retain 
at least approval for the reform because, for example, the Implementation of the 
antidumping regulations will remain tn tte orbit. A dectaton will alao be made tn 








faver of th. Commerce Mintatry (the contacte between Garcia Martines and Natrada 
began on Tueeday) with the maintenance of the commercial attaches’ offices wader 
ite aegis, because the fnew minister is an expert in foreign trade and an ardent 
integrationtat, 


A definitely liberal individual (anyone wishing to become better acquainted with 
him can tread one of his moet astuce books: "The Argentine Spider's Web"), he fejecte 
Closed modela, although he aleo rejects unlimited openness, In the entrepreneurial 
area, he has been asaigned, a priori, the task of an internal arbitrator in the 
economle cabinet, in view of the inevitable differences which (it ta anticipated) 
will occur, Vor the position of uder secretary of maritime interests, the appotat- 
ment of hear Adm Alberto Cesar Barbich ta taken for granted, 


Julto Ceaar Poretle, Labor 


When General Viola wae analyzing the formation of hie government team (and dlagraming 
atrategion), he did not overlook the fact that much of the fate of hia adminiatration 
would be determined by the degree of communication and operativenesa in two mintatrien: 
those of interior and labor. Obviously, every action of the political mintatry wil! 
have repercussions in the labor area, Therefore, he opted to name trig Gen Julto 
Cesar Vorcile, with whom (it te claimed) he has a more than optimal relationship. 
Porcile has two advantages over any other candidate that are not to be diadained: 

he te familiar with the real aituation (he was controller of COT |General Labor Conte- 
deration|), and he demonstrated political acumen while working with Horacio Tomas 
Liendo, tut, in addition, he ia thoroughly familiar with many of the regulations 
that govern or will govern trade union activity: he ta currently head of CAL [Legia- 
lative Advisory Commission). 


On Porcile's horizon there are two probleme which stand out above all the othera: 
the normalization of the union entities and the government's relationship with the 
groups which claim to represent the trade unions, It te known that COT will etart 
an intensive campaign to become a spokeeman with Viola or (at least) with hia labor 
miniater. Therefore, it ta to be expected that CNT [National Labor Commiaaton| will 
aleo atart ite counteroffensive (for the same purpose). It ta here that observers 
see the common ground (political action) that will exiet in the conduct of lnatertor 
and Labor, considering the comings and goings that the Perontat labor movement hans 
engaged in with the party's political leadership, 


During the past few days, certain hypotheses have been circulating among some unton 
sectors that are optimistic about Viola's forthcoming taking of office, They claim 
that the new adminiatration may asaume a more flexible stance toward the tmplementa- 
tion of the Law on Professtonal Associations, That tnformation could not be cont irm 
ed offictally, but it te euffictently enlightening with regard to the area tn which 
trig General Porcile will have to take a stand, Other rumors aleo claimed that two 
individuals with acknowledged political skill would be named wader secretaries: one, 
Col Jose Lagomaraino, the present coordinator for the political and trade unton ares 
of Viola's transition team; and the other, Commodore Hector Raul Pedrerol, a clom 
collaborator of Basilio Lami Dozo in the Air Porce.

Why Vrugoll’ According to those who are familiar with the tatimate detalla of the

Carlow turundarena, Culture and Pducatton

ment) explains how difficult it was for Viela to choose the person that would become 
inetalled in the office at Plesumo and Paraguay. Carlos Hurundarena (aged 60) ta 
the firet engineer to hold the postition of @intater of culture and education, We 
prefers to work tn shirtaleeves, without a tle, and has sald more than once that he 
has lacked politteal activity, We has another feature: he did not know Viola per- 
sonally until the latter offered him the post (at 1790 houra on the afternoon of 
Vriday, 77 Vebruary), What to hie thinking? It te aaid that, 2 days after hin 
appotatment, he described himmel! to a close assoctate an a “Catholic aintater” and 
not a “etoateter who te Catholic,” « more than eignificant description to those who 
are bent on @aking compartaons between Carlos Burundarens and Juan Katael Lierena 
Amadeo, Throvghout hie WO yeare ae a teacher, the new miniater ahowed obvious 
comatatency tn developing one tdeat participation, We ta convinced that the ‘ommntty 











will devote itaelf to aehoollng (and hence take a real tatereat tn the educat tonal 
nyntom) when tt te granted « rule of actual participation, And proef of that kind 
of thinking lies tn the teaching and learning plans put tate effect while he was 
controller of the Natlonal Technteal tdueatton Counetl COONRT), 


Thome whe know him claim that he hae a virtue whieh te rather uncommon tn someone 
holding that mintatry powt) akill and resourcefulness to prevent hia initlatives Crom 
becomlay ahipwrecked in the deep sea of mintatertal bureaucracy, la the contacte 
mide during the past few days, he was heard to aay that he will need at leaat 3 
munthe (from a political atandpolat, it ahould be interpreted an a "guarantee") tn 
order to “take the mlintatey in hand," 


At the moment, it te net known for certatn what Hurundarena wil! do about the Pederal 
ihducation Law, one of the moat diffloult and controversial mattera that he muat deal 
with Immediately, although some rumorea claim that he will aot follow Lierena Amadeo's 
mihodology in drafting tt, and that, tn hia talke with collaborators, there ta a 
"little word” that cropa up often: “sumone,” 


Moreover, thus far no one has heard what hia apectfic plane will be on auch explosive 
ingues ae achool dropoute and the education budget. Regarding the latter, it may be 
recalled that burundarena haw excellent business contacta, and it ta clatmed that he 
would be very willing to uae them, It tea aleo aald that he might revise the avyatem 
of untveratty quotas, and that he will arrange (on the tertiary and secondary levela) 
alternative ahort courses and courses with an assured labor output. Those same 
nources aleo emphasize that Jullo Cesar Gancedo will continue to head the Secretariat 
of Culture, 


tecar Camtiton, Foretgn BKelat tons 


When he arrived at teelza to return to Bragtl, after learning about hia appointment, 
(ear Camtiion clearly revealed hie entire political quality. The newamen surrounded 
himy he apoke and anawered all the questions; but he sald nothing concrete about the 
inquen and altuations concerning which Viola asked confidentiality of hia mintaters, 
The appolatm@ent of Camition (aged 51) was one of the moat complex ones, It dlaplaced 
tuatae!l Martines Raymonda, and revived the controversy about hia real degree of depen- 
dence on the lategrattion and Development Movement (MID). What seem obvious ta that 
hin appolat@ent was « result of a personal deciaton on the part of Viola, and not an 
aynreement with MID, which was net consulted, It was Camilion himaelf (ao it tn said) 
vin informed Rogelio Prigerto of hie dectaton to accept the postition, although it ts 
bouwn In eomwe clreles that there was a formal meeting of the Development Movement 
leaderahip at which tt wae etated that Camition's decitaton “does not compromine the 
position of the lategratton and Development Movement.” 


Nevertheleas, political cireles take it for granted that the future foretgn mliniater 
will attempt « rapprochement between his party and the government, although a number 
of MID leaders think that Camtiion will seon have to make the deciaton of having a 
confrontation with hia party of with the government. ta any event, the crittetam 
haw already atarted to creep in, even before the new adminiatration begina: In the 
latent taeue of the Development Movement newapaper, fl. NACTONAL, there appeared a 
COmentary which attempted to dlaquallfy the future mintater of agriculture and 
livestock, Jorge Aguado, whom the Development Movement had already tried to ount 
from the presidency of the Argentine Kural Contederat tonsa, 
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What will Camtition do as head of the Foreign Mintatry? The firat and moat serious 
problem to be solved (obviously) is the Beagle issue, a matter in which the Military 
Junta and Viela will eventually have the last word on whatever etrategy te planned, 
Those around Camilion do not deny that one of the “strong potate” of hia adminiatra- 
tion will be the restoration of bilateral relationa with the United States, 


The future head of San Martin Palace reportedly believes that, in view of the altua- 
tion which that country te experiencing, this ia the ideal time to try to reduce 
Iriction by means of a convincing diplomatic dialog, 


ut observers know that the next government has, in the deficit that exiata in the 
external sector, a problem that could affect certain aspecta of foreign relations, 
And Camilion (whe ts also an economist) realizes thie. Hence, hia supporters claim, 
at his behest the Foreign Ministry will (to a greater extent) interrelate the diplo- 
mitic and the economic areas, and will alao follow carefully the changes that are 
taking place tn Central and South Amertea (Bl Salvador, Nicaragua, the Andean Pact). 
Camilion has been quoted as saying (at a meeting of friends) that "Argentina must 
show a presence in the Caribbean and Africa, in a ayetematic, methodical fashion." 


Nothing has been disclosed as yet about hia team of collaborators, but it ta clatmed 

in diplomatic cireles that the number two man in the Foreign Ministry will be the 
present policy director (Barique Ross), who waa aleo a serious candidate for occupying 
the post of miniater. Another name that is constantly mentioned is that of Hector 
Zubia, the present ambassador to Peking, although it i# not yet known for what office. 


Norberto Couto, Defense 


His colleagues from the Navy describe him as a moderate person “with wit,” who is 

at times talkative, Rear Adm Norberto Manuel Couto weat into retirement on | January 
of last year, and ie a member of the clase of 77 (Armando Lambruschini and Eduardo 
Maseera are from the clase of 73); and, ae of 29 March, he will be defense minister, 
Up until that time, he will continue to hold his position as a director of the Bank 
of the City of Buenos Altres. 


Couto, born in General Belgrano and, according to hie friends, "a soccer player until 
the blows hurt him too much,” began to gain experience in public adminiatration in 
the Navy Staff, where he worked in close contact with the Secretariat of Maritime 
interests. He aleo served as head of policy and strategy on the Staff and, in 1976, 
wae wider secretary of the merchant marine. 


According to the experts, Couto's mission heading the Ministry of Defense (even 
though there is a military government) is not an easy task, considering his functions 
as coordinator and liaison, and the gray areas that usually arise; although those 

vho know him claim that he is a skillful spokesman in military matters.

Carton Alberto Lacoste, Soetal Actton 


the name of Viee Adm Carlos Alberto Lacoste began to “chime” for the Mintatry of

political and military clreles, A native of Buenos Alres, born on 2 February 197%, 
Lacoste had a spearhead for the mintatry seat: the world soccer champlonahip ta Lo/n,

SCHONFELD VIEWS U.S, POLICY TOWARD EL SALVADOR

[Text] The phenomenon attracts attention, and not because it ia unusual, It is a 
question of perfect coordination=--we could almost say synchronization=-between the 
rejection evidenced by certain political sectors, and above all certain nerve 
centers which control the greater part of public opinion in the Weatern world, at the 
very moment of the adoption by the United States of an energetic attitude--modeat 
though it is, in the foreign policy sector, or the mere threat of ite adoption, 


Both within his own country and, as ia natural, from Western Europe, all kinds of 
protests, in truly orchestrated fashion, have rained down upon President Reagan 
simply because he publicized the degree to which Soviet-Cuban intervention in El 
Salvador ia obvious, and because he and his government then felt called upon to inter- 
vene by providing more intensive aid to the present junta in San Salvador, 


Thies aid includes military defense equipment and a relatively emall group of advisors, 
aleo military, It is understood that without these advisors, the equipment in 
question--for example helicopters and naval vessels for the control of the constant 
flow of Cuban weapons to El Salvador, would be useless, since thie ia equipment 

which requires expert operation for immediate use, and there is no time to provide 
anyone with training courses, 


The Americans have said nothing about direct troop participation, There has been 
nothing more than unconfirmed rumor about a naval blockade or the interception of war 
materiel being transported by plane. One can imagine the chaos which would result 

if thie were undertaken, However, the possibility that one of these measures~- even 
the most drastic, to wit, direct military intervention, may become necessary, show!d 
not be overlooked, And the United States--government and opposition, authorities 

and citizenry--would have first of all to be mentally prepared for euch an eventuality, 
in particular with regard to a means of acting independently and free of pressures of 
doubtful origin, either domestic or foreign. 


Exploitation of a Trauma 


it ia indicative that the moment this shadow of a threat of U.S. intervention had 
appeared, there were immediately voices which almost automatically, and with an 
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insistence which euggesta a kind of conditioned reflea, referred to "Vietnam" and 
the “vietnamisation" of the civil war in EL talvader, 


The purpose, we believe, ia obvious: to return again and again to what has come to 
be called the Vietnam "trauma" for the United Statea, to prevent thie wound from 
healing, to exacerbate it whenever there ia a need to exert any kind of pressure, 
whatever the goal, on the Americana, 


Without intending thereby to draw any historical political compariaon (but one 

inatead pertaining to the two similar reactiona visible in purely payehological terme), 
one could examine thie ie the light of the Nasi trauma of today's Germans, at least 
thoee of the generation middle aged and older, According to objective observers, 

the mere mention of the Nagi oaet suffices not only to depress but also to corner 

them, to destroy their natural defenses and, in some cases even to obtain what ie 
wanted of them, 


The Vietnamese trauma to which we have referred hae not penetrated ao deeply into 

the individual personalities of the majority of U.S, citizens, but it does affect 

them, seen ae a whole, ae a nation, not only in terme of a guilt complex, but also 
in terme of the memory of their own losses of Life in the war which they obviously 
never came to feel wae their own of wae indiapensable for their own survival ae a 

free country, 


Thue thie provides an ideal preseure tool when what is wanted is to prevent them from 
taking part in any military action outeide their frontiers, even in the environs of 
their own territory, however much in auch a case they come to feel that what in at 
stake here ia the fate of the continent and in the end their own national destiny as 
well, 


hrrore and Fallures 


Where the Central American and Caribbean areas are concerned, there would be no need 
moreover to refer to the apecter of Vietnam, It is an historically accepted fact 
that for many decades and even very recently, U.S. policy in Central America and 

in the Caribbean region hee been an endless rosary of errore and failures, 


This policy was born in an era when the great nation to the north lacked a genuine 
overview of the international sector, or wae just barely beginning to develop one, 
following ite experience ae one of the contenders in World War Il, In this connection, 
the United States did not believe in the need for thie overview to include the 

emall nationa which were almost neighbors to the great power, dependent less on their 
governments than on the lobbies which exercised economic hegemony in the region and 
consletently obtained from Washington what suited their intereste--in Cuba, Nicaragua, 
and the Dominican Republic, not to mention Panama, (It should be mentioned in 
passing that these were the same lobbies which, just aa they supported Somoga until 
the last moment, have now been exerting pressure simultaneously for the reestablish- 
ment of relations with Castro's Cuba, that hungry and overpopulated consumer 

market to which eo much could be exported, ) 
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hoor Kemedien 


During the Carter adminiatration it wae believed that these errora, belonging to the 
past and to some extent being overcome, ae in the case of the Dominican Republic, 
could be repaired, allowing the countries in question, in greater need than ever of 
aid, guidance, aponsorahip and protection, to develop at will, free of any “inter= 
vention,” 


The worat kind of amenda which could be made for past sine, whether of omiasion or 
comission, wae to surrender those countries=-Nicaragua and to some extent El 
falvador toorto regimes which in the final analyaia were soon to reveal their 


comuniat essence, although in some cases they began functioning under more or leas 
obvious diaguises, 


In the cane of Nicaragua, it ia clear that the Marxiate have been gaining control of 
new positions with every passing day, The concentration of the power of the junta in 
only three men ia one atep more toward dictatorahip, Journaliam ia atruggling to 
survive, through the few preas organs maintaining their freedom of action and ex- 
pression to the extent that they can, 


Meanwhile, the opposition in the country ia growing, ond ia taking shape with the 
emergence of armed organizations covering a wide ideolovical apectrum but, and this 
in obvious, capable of doing Little againat the regime which has the beat armed 
nation on the continent, except for the United Statea--Cuba--as ite source of supply. 


The Swing of the Pendulum 


If Ronald Reagan really decides to aseume guiding reaponsibility in the Caribbean and 
Central American region, he muat put an end to what ia no longer anything but a 
laughable pendulum awing, at thie point in historical circumstances, since the 

region has had the full range of experiences from the hegemony of the U.S. economic 
lobbies to Soviet penetration, There has been a awing from the extreme of maintaining 
the likes of Somoga or Trujillo in power for yeara, to the other extreme of tolerating 
a subsidiary agent of Moscow like Castro for many years, and allowing the so-called 
fandiniate to become the direct heirs of the Somoza regime. 





The weight of the past cannot be eternal, It is to be hoped that Reagan ia a now 
man, lacking both in complicity and past traumas, No one will help him to resolve 
the problem of El Salvador, We must act without feeling inhibited by aterile 
critictoma,

[Text] The statement by Republican Senator Charles Percy to the effect that 
President Ronald Reagan will give the government junta in El Salvador “all the aid 
needed" to prevent a communist triumph in that country serves ae clear teatimony to 
the extremely serious level reached by the civil war which ise devouring thie Central 
American republic, 





At the beginning of last week, the U.8. Covernment sent high-level emissaries to 
Mexico and Venezuela, and \nder secretary of State Lawrence Eagleburger traveled to 
Europe to present documents providing proof of Soviet intervention in the struggle 
being waged in El Salvador to the allied nations and NATO, Thus far, however, the 
responses Eagleburger has obtained have not been what was hoped, 


In expressing his view about these documents, the secretary of state, Gen Alexander 
Haig, said that the Soviet Union has involved itself “taking unprecedented risks," 
and he referred bluntly to "Cuban involvement," obviously representing Moscow, 
Vietnam, Ethiopia and Cuba are named in these documents as the sources of the supply 
of several dozen tons of weapons to the Salvadoran guerrillan forces, 


The president of the national government junta in El Salvador, Jose Napoleon Duarte, 
is reported to be making an intensive study of the situation set forth with a view to 
appealing to the OAS for implementation of the Rio de Janeiro Mutual Defense Treaty. 


The war in El Salvador has spread beyond its original geographic Limits, as war 
feared from the beginning, given the evidence, clearer with every passing day, of the 
support being provided to the subversives by the Soviet Union and ite satellites in 
Europe, Asia, Africa and Latin America, 


The delicate step the White House has just taken leaves no doubt at all about the 
internationalization of the conflict, an aggravating factor which could lead to 
serious consequences.

BITUATION REPORT, a weekly periodical devoted to the study of specific aspects of 
daily and government life in the Kastern European communist countries, It also 
publishes the bimonthly CURRENT ABSTRACTS, a careful selection of articles, commen- 
taries and easaysa on the leading aspects of Soviet and European bolshevisw., The

[Text] The Executive Branch has decided to establish tuition fees for public 
universities as of thie | March, The minimum and maximum fees of 30,000 and 
70,000 pesos a month will apply only to the year in progress, and the Ministry 
of Culture and Education is empowered to update them annually, The tuition 
fees will go into the University Fund, and 30 percent of them will be used to 
guarantee "equality of opportunity." The monthly fees will be set by each 
university within the established Limite, and the schools will have the 
authority to set down grounds for tuition exemptions, 


The grounds for the measure contain the same arguments advanced publicly by the 
minister of education and note that "by charging tuition, the state ia not 
attempting to shirk its corresponding obligations," 


The Decree 
The text of the decree reads: 


Article l--Tuition fees are hereby established for educational seiv ces at 
national universities, 


Article 2=-The tees shall take eftect as of | March 1981, and each university 
shall be responsible for organizing the procedures required to implement them 
in accordance with the general regulations stipulated in this decree. 


Article te-tach university shall set the amount of its tees and the terms of 
payment, bearing in mind the characteristics of the major fields of study to 
which they apply, as well as the factors stemming from the socioeconomic 

realities of the region in which it and ite sphere of influence are located, 


Article 4--Universities can establish grounds for tuition exemption in duly 
sanctioned resolutions or regulations, especially in instances of academic 
merit, when the student is a member of a large family or when the student lacks 
the resources, 





Article SeeThe tuition money received shall go inte each univereity's University 
Fund and ehall be allocated exclusively for services to etudente in national 
ufiveraitios, in the following manner! 


a) Thirty percent shall be used to fulfill the precondition of guaranteeing 

the principle of equal opportunity, within 0 days after their receipt the fees 
shall be transferred to the eyetem of subsidies, echolarehipe and loane, which 
shall be adminiatered by the National Inetitute of Rqual Opportunity Hducationa! 
Loane. 


b) The remaining 70 percent shall he allocated by each university exclusively 
in accordance with the following order of priorities:

Article 7--Miniouwm and maxioum monthly etudent tuition fees of 10,000 and 70,000 
pesos, reapectively, to be paid over a period of 10 monthe, are hereby established 
for the 198! academic year. 


Article Be-The Mintetry of OCulture and Education ia hereby empowered to annually 
update the amounts given in the foregoing article, in accordance with the changes 
in the general consumer price index drawn up by the National Statistics and 
Census Inetitute, to which end it ehall bear in mind the changes during the 
calendar year immediately preceding the one in which che period subject to 
tuition begine, 


Article %--Under no circumstances shall the monies collected under thie tuition 
syatem affect the budget allocations for the maintenance and expansion of the 
state university system, in view of the specific applications lLieted in 
Article 5%. 


Article l0--The tasks to be undertaken by the universities ae a result of the 
tuition syetem provided for in thie decree shall not give rise to increases in 
the personne! and oompemiume ! goode and services headings of their respective 
budgete.

Stable countries have succeeded in distinguishing unmistakably between the 

State (that which “ie,” that which remains above and beyond change) and the 
government (the careful and changeable helmeman). The American State has not 
changed from 1789, when Washington became ite firet president, tu the present.

Over the weekend tragil was surprised by the decision of the apectal trade 
representative recommending that 248 Brazilian export products be taken off the 
General Syatem of Preferences [GSP]. The GSP permite developing countries to 
export manufactured products to rich countries without any tariff. The aystem 
had been adopted in response to the demand of Third World countries in order to 
conmolidate their economies, The GSP has been accepted for many yeara--al though 
with severe reatrictlona--by the European Economic Community. Only years Later 
did the United Staten agree to offer auch privilege to the developing countries, 
but under yet atricter Limitations, 


Under U.S. lawa there are three reasons to drop a product tmported from a develop- 
ing country from the OSP, The firat reason concernea the total value of the 
product tmported by the United States, which must not surpass $60 million, 
apparently with no readjustment for world inflation. Thus, if more than $60 
million worth of « product wan imported during the past year into the United 
States, {tt can be excluded from OSP benefits. 


The same thing applies to any product which is imported from a single developing 
country inte the United States which constitutes mote than 50 percent of total 
imports of that particular product. This te a measure which to some extent 


permite the equitable diatribution of untlaterally granted benefit among al! 
developing countries, 


Under these clearly defined rules the developing countries are in the position 
to plan their long-term exporta to the United States with full knowledge that 
the violation of such rules may coat them to lose the benefite of the OSP, Such 
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restrictions are deplorable but at least they are clearly stated, Thia te not 
the cane with the third reason for a product to be dropped from the GSP which 
ia by the atmple expedient of its being classified as "graduation" [given in 
Engliah| by the apectal trade representative, 


That ta a highly subjective classification which permite exclusion from GSP 
privileges countries or producte which are considered to be in competitive 
conditions, This was the rule which was for the firet time applied to brasil 
to exclude 26 brazilian products exported to the United States, 


Already for many yeara brazil has been opposing the tendency of some countries 

to take our country out of the group of developing countries by alleging that it 
already has a highly competitive industry (not alwaya true) and a high per capita 
income, The truth te quite different, because Brazil only has developed "pockets" 
amid large areas of underdevelopment and poverty. 


Apart from the congresstonal dectatons (which are always protectionist for 
obviously political reasons), the president of the United States has the power 
to recommend that some products are taken off the protectioniat List. We can do 
wo after verifying that the import of those products does not badly affect the 
U.S. industry, or because their import Le contributing to keeping down prices in 
the domestic market, or even by Invoking political reasons, as was done for 
larael, 


We hope that Brazil will find a solution to this delicate problem, Of 1,200 
products which today enter the U.S. market under GSP benefits, 13 of them make 
up 74 percent of our exports of manufactured goods to that market. These 13 
products are thowe affected by the third reason for deletion from the GSP list, 
It must be noted that 20 percent of our current exporte come under the GSP, 

if the United States should decide that Brazil ta no longer a developing 
country, we can find ourselves in a very serious situation. Our diplomacy 
should find a solution to a problem which can muddle our relations with 
Washington--even by using the lobbies that are so much a part of the U.S.

With reapect to the money market, the document tn quent ion recognizes that "the 


heneltictal greater degree of tlnanctal openness granted to the economic system at 
the begtoning of last year resulted in a duplication of the entry of ftoretyn 














credits in 1980, which caused a drop in interest rates, expansion of foreign 
savings actually achieved through the higher deficit in the current account, and 
consequently, the aforementioned increase in national investments," Ali of these 
elements led to a reduction in real interest rates "from inveatmentsa for 30 to 

89 days at 12 percent in 1980 to an expected 4.5 percent in 1981, while readjust- 
able credit rates for 90 to 365 daya fell from 15.4 percent in 1980 to 11,5 percent 
in 1981," 


Foreign Sector 


According to the report, the balance of payments "for 1980 shows a new and substan- 
tial surplus as a result of the restrictive credit policy followed by monetary 
authorities over the past 5 years," The report adds that in keeping with projec- 
tions for the balance this year, the Central Bank will accumulate net reserves of 
$700 million,

Concerning the foreign debt, the BNC document states that "we believe that the pro- 
mising finanectal situation of the public sector, the commercial and financial open- 
ing, and basically, the fact that the current debt is directly or indirectly 
channeled toward anticipated high-profitability projects, constitute the best 
backing for future payment of the debt, independently of its Level or service over

Social Welfare 


In the chapter analyzing the social welfare reform initiated in February 1979, the 
report concludes that “in short-range terms, that is, in 1981, the effects of this 
reform will not be felt," but it goes on to add that in long-range terms, it will 
imply "an uncertain effect on national savings, which may increase somewhat; better 
financing of the current system of distribution and its transition to a system of 
capitalization; considerable improvement in the efficiency of labor markets, which 
will be expressed in lower hiring costs, higher net pay and a drop in unemployment 
of about 2 percent in the long run; and an uncertain effect on the distribution of 
income," 


Emp Loyment 


Finally, concerning employment, the report states that "nominal employment expanded 
during 1980 at a high rate. This is largely due to the elimination of obstacles 

to entry into the Minimum Employment Program, which expanded notably during the 
year, This in turn explains most of the drop in the national unemployment rate, 
which was about 11,8 percent. Assuming a constant for the Minimum Employment Pro- 
gram, which may well not exist, total employment would grow in 198] exclusively 
because of the greater ‘normal’ demand for labor, estimated to be 3.8 percent, 

The unemployment rate would then be 10,2 percent, anticipating a repetition of the 
normal growth of the labor force observed in 1980."

According to an EL TLEMPO survey, however, there will be no problema in the 
short run, thanks to the country's high Level of international reserves, which 
will, nevertheless, begin ehrinking., The deficit will also Lighten the pressure 
on the money in circulation, which will pave the way for additional credit for 
the private sector and public investment, 


The survey found that there could be fiscal problema, atemming from amaller tax 
receipta, 


The $1.9 billion deficit will be the result of the drop in coffee earnings, the 
higher coat of imported fuels, the faster pace of imports in general and the 
sluggishness of the soecalled “nontraditional” exports. 


Our trade deficit: (imports minus exports) totaled about $300, $350 and $200 
million in 1978, 1979 and 1980, respectively. 


Yormer Miniater Rodrigo Botero Montoya said that unless the doors to foreign 
financing, either public of private, are opened or unless there i another coffee 
frost in Brasil, “there ia no reason for a surplus in 1981," 


For hie part, another former minister, Rodrigo Lloreda Martinez, said that lower 
world coffee prices alone could mean a decrease of some $800 million in earnings 
from the $7.31 billion in 1980, 


ANLF [National Association of Financial Inetitutions) Urges Aggressive Export 
Pol ix y 


The vice president of research of ANLF, Florangela Gomez de Arango, indicated 
that an aggressive and ongoing export promotion policy is needed, because if ex- 
porte do not rebound, “we will be faced with the exchange operations difficulties 
entailed in dependence on coffee exporta,” 








In thie regard, the minister of economic development, Andres Restrepo Londono, 
said that the “operational plan for exports” would be made public tomorrow, 

EL TLEMPO hae learned in advance that ite goal for 198) is between $1.6 and $1.8 
billion, 


The ANIF vice president said that according to association eatimates, based on 
recent developments, market outlooks and assesements by exporters and pertinent 
agencies and associations, the actual trade deficit would be about $1.9 billion, 
which would mean an international payments deficit of around $1 billion, 


The trade balance includes only exports and imports, The international paymente 
balance encompasses all reccipte and expenditures, including personal services, 
transportation charges, per diem allowances, interest on reserves placement, etc, 


Mra Arango explained that much of the deficit will be due to the decline in 
coffee earnings ae a result of the drop in prices and the quota set for Colombia 
in the recent International Coffee Agreement. 


Whereas income from coffee totaled slightly more than $2 billion ih 1980, it 
will be less than $!.7 billion in 1981, in accordance with near-term forecasts 
of price patterns. 


Thus, ANIF estimates that income from coffee exports will be down about $400 
million, while former Minister Lloreda Martinez pute the drop at some $800 
million, 


The vice presitent added that fuel imports would also play a “preponderant role" 
in our trade balance, because although a sizable relative increase is not in 
the offing (20 percent), fuel imports will hit an estimated $850 million in 1981, 


"On the other hand, other imports will increase at a faster pace than secondary 
exports, even if we assume that the latter will be partially buoyed by the 
incentives policy that the government has announced, though not expressly," 

Mre Arango said, 


She went on to say that the services and transfers account “will surely show a 
surplus quite similar to last year's, around $550 million, thus highlighting the 
deficit in trade, 


She stated that the interest on the investment of reserves would continue to 
mount, nevertheless, though perhaps at a slower pace than in 1980, given the 
expected drop in foreign interest rates. In addition, expenditures for servicing 
public and private external debts will also rise to far above $100 million. 


"The net result of the trade and services balances and gold purchases will be 

a more or less balanced current account. To be precise, we forecast a surplus 
of close to $70 million, which contrasts with the almost $750 million surplus 

recorded in 1980," the ANIF vice president said. 


Ae far as reserves are concerned, she pointed out that capital flows would 
ultimately determine how much they increase. Government borrowing of between 
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immediate future could trigger a drop in the government's tax receipts, The 

rapid growth of revenue (rom the coffee export tax and the sorcalled aepecial 

exchange account, which laat year brought in net revenue of 4!) billion pesos, 
onerfourth of total government revenue, could be seriously etalled, 


Yorwer Finance Minteater Jaime Garcia Parra hae aleo discussed the iaaue of a 
potential drop in tax receipte in EL TIEMPO, He foresaw a new tax reform, 


Liorente added that in the modium term the anticipated drops in exporte would

OCKANOGRAPHTC RESEARCH VESSELS PURCHASED

[Text] Between March and May of thie year the Federal Government will take 
delivery of two modern oceanographic research vessels (both for fishing and 
geophysical etudies) being built at the Martin Jansen Shipyards in Leer, FRG, 


The transaction ia being carried out through a loan from KFW, a banking 

inatitution in Weet Germany that is represented in Colombia by the firm 

Ferroataal de Colombia. The deal was approved after studies and programs 

conducted by the Maritime and Ports Directorate, under Rear Adm Hernando 

Camacho Landineg, The studies began after an Ocean Sciences Seminar held in 

Villa de Leyva in Auguet 1967 reached the conclusion that the vessel that the coun- 
try had been using for oceanographic research since 1944 was totally inadequate 

and that there wae a pressing need for the country to have at least two new 

ships to make real progress in these important branches of science, 


Ilwenty-Bight Million Marks 


With close cooperation from Dr Julio Cesar Eapitia, the head of the Planning 
Office of the Maritime and Ports Directorate, as well as several navy officer 
experts attached to the office, a thorough study was begun of the terms offered 
by various European countries, The conclusion was that the Martin Jansen Ship- 
yards in the FRO were offering the best terms, 


The transaction had a total cost of 28,746,000 German marks. Two vessels were 
ordered: a fishing and oceanographic research vessel costing 13,835,254 marke 
and a geophysical and oceanographic research vessel costing 14,910,750 marks. 


Specifications 
The two modern boats have the following specifications: 1,090-ton displacement ; 
504% meters in length; 10 metera wide; a 4-meter draft and a 6-cylinder main 


diesel power plant with 1,570 horsepower at 1,000 RPM, 


The veasela will be christened "ARC Malpelo" and "ARC Providencia.” The firat 
of them will be delivered on | March and the second on 26 May of this year. 
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Fishing Kesearch 


The "AKC Malpelo" will be used for Ciehing and oceanographic research and will 
be outfitted with the following apectalized equipment: a hydraulic deck crane 
specially designed for oceanographic and geological work and with a J -ton 

Lift capacity; a Ciehing haul winch; another wineh, with an 6,000ki Logram 
capacity, tor deep water catches; two cold-atorage rooma, underwater photo- 
graphy equipment, ineluding photographic and television cameras; Cishing 
equipment with several kinds of neta; biology, physical oceanography and 
chemical oceanography equipment, a eelinity, Comperature, density and oxygen 
nyatem; geophysical equipment containing a side-scan sonar, meteorology 
equipment and an interoceanic theemosalinometer, 


Geophysical Kesearch 


The "AKC Providencia,"” which, ae mentioned above, will be used for geophysical 
research, la outtitted with similar devices, in addition to biology equipment 
for plankton samples and advanced underwater and ocean subsoil exploration 
systems to investigate hydrocarbons and nodules containing metala such as 
nickel, manganese, cobalt and copper, 


The two vessels will carry 37 persons, 26 of whom will be crew members (5 
ofticerea and 21 noncommissioned officers and seamen), the others being 
scientiate who will utilize the laboratories in accordance with the programe 
to be worked out by collaborating seientific inatitutiona, 


Rear Admiral Camacho stated that with ita two new vessels the country would be 
in a position to conduct fishing research and draw up inventories of Living 
resources in ite territorial watera, thus benefiting the national economy and 
enhancing the Colombian people'a diet, 


The "AKC Providencia” will also make possible the exploration of the ocean 
tloor in the search for hydrocarbons and metal-containing nodules, Thies will 
place Colombia in the forefront of such activities in South America, We would 
not have to resort to foreign assistance and we would have ample opportunity 
to train our acientiate and achieve development comparable to that of the 

moat advanced nationa, 


According to the itntormation furnished by the ranking Colombian Navy officer, 
the crew members have already pone to the FRO to receive training and 
instruction on how to inetall and run the equipment, 


Hilent Work 


Rear Admiral Camacho, who ita about to leave the Maritime and Ports Directorate 
after heading it up for 35 yeare Che will be joining the headquarters of the 
Naval Statf), told EL USPECTADON that the directorate has been doing an 
effective job monitoring the country's maritime and ports operations,

INTA Promoted Reforms to the Law on Agrartan Transformation, Decree 15-51 


The present authorities of the Nattonal Agrartan Transformation Institute have 
promoted immediate reforms to Decree 15-51 of the Congress of the Republic (Law 
on Agrarian Transformation), to lend greater dynamics to the activity in which the 
Institute is engaged. A study is being made of a new Agrarian Code, to replace 
the present legal system for land, Of course, the respective consultations will 
be held with all the sectors concerned with the moat important aspect of national 
life. 


One of the most positive gains from the legal reforms allows the communities to 
legitimize their proprietary rights in the Registry of Real Estate, through simple 
procedures that will guarantee the legal security of the benefictartes, 


Immediate action is being taken aimed at consolidating the state's holdings and at 
clearing the existing assets that will make it possible to plan and accelerate the 
future adjudications of land resources, 
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To give a betel description of what the work being done by the INTA in the north 
western area represents for the nation's progress, we ahall cite excerpts from a

Anrartan Transformation Inatitute,

ZACATECAS PILOT PLANT FOR GUAYULE RUBBER ANNOUNCED 
Mexico City EL ..A in Spanish 28 Feb 81 p 2

[Text] Zacatecas, Zacatecas--Researchers and teachers at the Antonio Narro 
Autonomous Agrarian University in Saltillo yesterday took part in a working 
meeting concerned with agroindustrial development in the semidesert area of 
Zacatecas, they presented important atudies related to the feasibility of the 
firet guayule rubber plant in the country, which would be located in the 
municipality of Magapil., 





Present at the meeting were the governor of the state, Jose Guadalupe Cervantes 
Corona, and the coordinator of the Agroinduatrial Development Commission of the 
SARH [Secretariat of Agriculture and Water Resources|, Rodolfo Echeverria Zuno, 


Dr Enrique Campos Lopes, director of the Center of Applied Chemistry Research 
in Saltillo, said that the Magapil region, which includes the municipalities of 
Melchor Ocampo, Concepcion del Oro, El Salvador and Mazapil, covering about 
20,000 aquare kilometers, contains an abundance of guayule, and there is every 
prospect that the region can become a major socioeconomic development enclave 
through the utilization of thie desert plant, which could in 10 or 15 years 
supply 30 to 5O percent of the domestic rubber market. 


For his part, Jose Angel de la Cruz Campa, an engineer and director of the 
Antonio Narro Autonomous Agrarian University, said that Zacatecas has always 
been the firet choice for the location of the firet rubber plant. He satressed 
that if the authorities approve the reforestation plan, appropriate sites 

will have to be chosen to grow guayule. 


With regard to the feasibility of the guayule plant, he said that there is no 
reason to halt this government project because it is technically viable. 


Echeverria Zuno said in his speech that President Jose Lopez-Portillo and 
Secretary of Agriculture and Water Resources Francisco Merino Rabago have given 
instructions to study and analyze the possible establishment of a natural 

rubber plant, in response to a request that the governor of the state, Cervantes 
(orona, made last October to the chiel executive and that he brought up 

again at the Fourth Meeting of the Republic held recently in Hermosillo. 


Cervantes Corona said in his address that the guayule plant must not be just a 
big company, because in itself it would not yield any benefits to the inhabitants 
of the region and could become a financial drain that neither the Federal nor 

the State Government should tolerate, 
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
